48 FOR, 39 AGAINST 


Congress Also Concurs in 
Provision to Restore 
Two-Thirds of Federal 
Pay Cut. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 26.—Th 


Senate today concurred in the less 
liberal veterans’ benefits voted by 
the House, but added a clarifying 
amendment which later was ap- 
proved by the House—sending the 
controverted independent offices 


appropriation bill to the White 
House.. 

Previously, the Senate had added 
$118,000,000 in veterans’ benefits to 
the measure, while the House had 
voted only $83,000,000. The Senate 
now agrees to the lower figure. 

Earlier today the Senate had 
joined the House on approving res- 
toration of 10 per cent of the 15 per 
cent which had been taken from 
the pay of Government employes. 

The long congressional dispute 
over veterans’ benefits was con- 
cluded when Senate administra- 
tion leaders agreed to the clar- 
ifying amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Stelwer (Rep.), Oregon. Lead- 
ers of the move for the more liber- 
al treatment of the veterans then 
agreed to accept the House bene- 
fits on the theory they were the 
best that could be obtained. 


Seeks to Avoid Veto. 

Their views were summarized by 
Steiwer in saying there was less 
chance of a veto of the bill in this 
form and more hope of passing it 
over a veto if one was forthcoming. 
He conceded if the Senate insisted 
upon its more liberal terms, the bill 
could not be passed over a_ veto. 
President Roosevelt had given no- 
tice that he would veto the mea- 
sure if the higher Senate figure 
was retained. His position on the 
House action has yet to be made 
known. 

The Steiwer amendment, ap- 
proved without a roll call, changes 
the House language to make cer- 
tain it would not affect adversely 
certain combat cases in restoring to 
the rolls at 75 per cent of former 
benefits 29,000 veterans with pre- 
sumptive service-connected disahil- 
ities. 

The House amendments were ac- 
cepted by a vote of 48 to 39. The 
House amendments provide for per- 
manent restoration without review 
of the 29,000 World War veterans 
who were struck from the rolls by 
the Economy Act because they 
could not prove their diabilities 
were service-connected. They would 
be given 75 per cent of their for- 
mer benefits as against the 100 per 
gy voted originally by the Sen- 
ate. 

Spanish-American Group Benciit. 

The House amendments alsw re- 
store to the rolls thousands of 
Spanish-American War veterans 
and their widows and orphans at 
75 per cent of their former pen- 
sions as against 90 per cent asked 
originally by the Senate. 

Reed Explains Vote. 

Later, Senator Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said he had voted to 
concur because “the best interests 
of the veterans” were served by 
that action. 

Insistence upon the Senate 
amendments, Reed said, “would 
have headed us straight into a veto; 
in fact, I'm told it already has been 
written, placing it on the ground 
that the Senate, by an inadvertent 
mistake, was giving benefits in the 
so-called misconduct cases.” 

Reed said the veterans’ own rep- 
resentatives in Washington were 
urging the vote he had cast. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
made a similar statement.

A settlement and statement 
of procedure and principles is 
appended hereto. 

It has been offered by me to, 
and has been accepted by, the 
representatives of the employes 
and the employers. It lives up 
to the principles of collective 
bargaining. I hope and believe 
that it opens up a chance for 
a square deal and fair treat- 
ment. It gives promise of 
sound industrial relations. It 
provides further for a board of 
three of which the chairman 
will as a neutral represent the 
Government. 

In actual practice details and 
machinery will, of course, have 
to be worked out on the basis 
of common sense and justice, 
but the big point is that this 
broad purpose can develop with 
a tribunal which can handle 
practically, every problem in an 
equitable way. 


PRINCIPLES OF SETTLE- 
MENT. 


Settlement of * threatened 
automobile strike is based on 
the following principles: 

1. The employers agree to 
bargain collectively with the 
freely chosen representatives of 
groups and not to discriminate 
in any way against any em- 
ploye on the ground of his union 
labor affiliations. . 

2. If there be more than one 
group, each bargaining commit- 
tee shall have total membership 
pro rata to the number of men 
each member represents. 

3. NRA to set up within 24 
hours a board, responsible to 
the President of the United 
States, to sit in Detroit to pass 
on all questions of representa- 
tion, discharge and discrimina- 
tion. Decisions of the board 
shall be final and binding on 
employer and employes. Sueh 
a board to have access to all 
payrolls and to all Hsts of 
claimed employe representation 
and such board will be com- 
posed of 

(a) A labor’ representative, 
(b) an industry representative, 
(c) a neutral. 

In cases where no lists of 
employes claiming to be repre- 
sented have been disclosed to 
the employer, there shall be no 
basis for a claim of discrimina- 
tion. No such disclosure in a 
particular case shall be made 
without specific direction of the 
President. 

4. The Government makes.-it 
clear that it favors no par- 
ticular union or particular 
form of employe orgahization 
or representation. The Govern- 
ment’s only duty is to secure 
absolute and uninfluenced free- 
dom of choice without coercion, 
restraint or intimidation from 
any source. 

5. The industry understands 
that in reduction or increases of 
force, such human relationships 
as married men with families 
shall come first and then se 
niority, individual skill and ef- 
ficient service. After these fac- 
tors have been considered no 
greater proportion of outside 
union employes similarly _ sit- 
uated shall be laid o*f than of 
other employes.

In the settlement there is a 
framework for a new structure 
of industrials relations—a new 
basis of understanding between 
employers and employes. I 
would like you to know 
that in the settlement just

It is my 
hope that out of this will come 
a new realization of the oppor- 
‘tunities of capital labor not 
only to compose eir differ- 
ences .t the, conference table 
and to recognize their respec- 
tive rights and responsibilities 
but also establish a foundation 
on which they can co-operate in 
bettering the human relation- 
ships involved in any large ‘in- 
dustrial enterprise. 

It is peculiarly. fitting that 
this great step forward should 
be taken in an industry whose 
employers and employes have 
contributed so consistently and 
so substantially to the industrial 
and economic development of 
this country in the last quar- 
ter century. Having pioneered 
in mechanical invention to a 
point where the whole world 
marveis at the perfection and 
economy of American motor 
cars and their widespread own- 
ership by our citizens in every 
walk of life, this industry has 
indicated now its willingness to 
undertake a pioneer effort in 
human engineering on @ basis 
never before attempted. 

In the settlement just ac 
complished, two outstanding ad- 
vances have been achieved. In 
the first place we have set forth 
a basis on which, for the first 
time in any large industry, a 
more comprehensive, a more 
adequate and a more equitable 
system of industrial relations 
may be built than ever before. 
It is my hope that this system 
may develop into a kind of 
works council in industry in 
which all groups of employes, 
whatever may be their choice of 
organization or form of repre- 
sentation, may participate in 
joint conferences with their em- 
ployers and I am assured by 
the industry that such is also 
their goal and wish. 

In the second place, we have 
for the first time written into 
an industrial settlement a defi- 
nite rule for the equitable 
handling of reductions and in- 
creases of forces. It would be 
ideal if employment in all oc- 
cupations could be more gener- 
ally stabilized, but in the ab- 
sence of that much desired sit- 
uation, if we can establish a 
formula which gives weight to 
the human factors as well as 
the economic, social and or- 
ganizational factors in reliev- 
ing the hardship of seasonal 
lavoff, we shall have accom- 
plished a great deal. My view, 
and that of both employes and 
employers, is that we have 
measurably done so in this set- 
tlement. 

This is not a one-sided stat- 
ute and organizations of em- 
ployes seeking to exercise their 
representative rights cannot at 
the same time be unmindful of 
their responsibilities. 

Industry's obligations are 
clearly. set forth and its re- 
sponsibilities are established. It 
is not too much to expect or- 
ganizations of employes to ob- 
serve the same ethical and 
moral responsibilities even 
though they are not specifically 
prescribed by the statute. Only 
in this way can industry and its 
workers go forward with a 
united front in their assault on 
depression and gain for both 
the desired benefits of continu- 
ally better times.

REPORTS MANY INSANE 
TEACHERS IN NEW YORK 


Public School Medical Exam- 
iner Says More Than 1500 
Are Unbalanced. 


By the Assotiated Press, 

‘NEW YORK, March 26.—The al- 
legation that more than 1500 of 
New York City’s 36,000 public 
school teachers are mentally unbal- 
anced and many hopelessly insane, 
was made today in the World-Tele- 
gram by Dr. Emil Altman, chief 
medical examiner of the New York 
City public school system. 

Dr. Altman was quoted as say- 
ing that political influence, ‘ negli- 
gence of supervisors, principals, dis- 
trict superintendents and higher of- 
ficials combined with the Teachers’ 
Retirement Board to keep in ser- 
vice or restore to payrolls teachers 
with maniacal tendencies. 
“Im one case, said by the newspa- 
per to have been taken from Dr. 
|Altman’s files, a woman teacher 
shoved a chair leg into a boy’s eye 
and twisted the chair in order, she 
said, “to distract attention of the 
class from myself.” 

The retirement board, Dr. Altman 
was quoted as saying, returned 
many teachers to service: due to a 
policy of avoiding payment of pen- 
sions. 

Political pressure in the case of 


who suffered from “a maniac-de- 
pressive psychosis,” caused him to 
call in Dr. George H. Kirby, direc- 
tor of the State Psychiatric Insti- 
tute, and the late Dr. Floyd C. Hav- 
iland, superintendent of the Man- 
hattan State Hospital. 

Their findings coincided with 
that of Dr. Altman, he said, but 
the retirement board rejected them 
as “simply restlessness” instead of

The figure of 1500, Dr. Altman 
said, was given recently by Louis 
Marks, chairman of the board of 
examiners of the school system. 
This figure “is extremely conserva- 
tive,” he was quoted as saying. 

The charges by Dr.’ Altman 
caused scheol authorities to de- 
mand a complete list of the names 
of those teachers. 

Superintendent of Schools Harold 
G. Campbell said: “All teachers are 
under the constant supervision of 
principals and district superintend- 
ents who report regularly on their 
efficiency and the character of 
their service. Every case of ineffi- 
ciency or of unsatisfactory service 
is brought to the attention of the 
Board of Superintendents and prop- 
er action is taken.”

Whether the crow got away with 
its snake or surrendered it to the 
red-winged blackpird, often called 
the “officer bird’ because of its 
red “epaulets,” was not determined 
since pursuer and pursued disap- 
peared among some trees. Careful 
observers noted that most of the 
numerous “officer birds” were just 
beginning to get back the red featt.- 
ers that adorn their sable uniforms 
during spring and summer. 

Four Immature Bald Eagles. 

The golden eagie, floating high 
over the Mississippi River, was fol- 
lowed later by four bald eagles, evi- 
dently immature, since their feath- 
ers were uniformly dark brown. In 
the third year the head and tail 
feathers become white.

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TAXICAB STRIKE AGAIN|] 


Flares Up After Leaders Re- 
verse Selves on Calling of 
Unionization Vote.

NEW YORK, March 26.—Lead- 
ers of New York’s striking taxicab 
drivers were called before Mayor 
LaGuardia today to explain their 
sudden decision against a vote on 


_jthe question of unionization. 


The abrupt change of front came 
at a meeting of the strikers last 
night, and it precipitated 4 flare- 
up of the rioting in the theatrical 

ct which characterized the 
strike last week, 

. Drivers were pulled out of their 
cabs, stones were hurled through 
windows and doors torn off the 
vehicles as several thousand 
strikers crowded down Broadway. 
One driver reported that several 
shots had been fired at his cab, one 
glancing off the windshield several 
inches above his head. The throngs 
of Sunday night movie goers pour- 
ing into Times Square were thrown 
into confusion as heavy details of 
police and plainclothes men strug- 
gled to break up the mob of strik- 
ers. 

No Explanation of Reversal. 

At a meeting in St. Nicholas 
Arena 7000 strikers enthusiastical- 
ly voted to reject the plebiscite 
which their leaders had promised 


support. 

The leaders gave no explanation 
to the men as to why they were 
being urged to reject the previous- 
ly agreed on plan, except to say 
they did not like the way the poll 
was to be conducted. 

“Mayor LaGuardia laying 
down a smoke screen,” shouted 
Samuel Orner, Manhattan leader of 
the union. “I am suspicious that 
the whole thing was set up to push 
through a plebiscite, drag it out a 
week and exclude most of the driv- 
ers. 

“I am not telling you to com- 
mit acts of violence,” he added, 
“but we are soldiers who have rest- 
ed on our arms too long. We have 
a right to use the streets and to 
impress upon the minds of weasels 
and skunks that they ought to pull 
their cabs off the streets. The word 
from now on is ‘demonstrate, dem- 
onstrate, demonstrate.’ ” 

Cries of “Kill the Cops.” 

As the mob of men poured out 
of the building they were met by a 
police detail. 

“Kill the cops,” went up the cry 
from dozens of throats, but the po- 
lice, concentrated by the hundreds 
in the district, kept the situation in 
hand and finally succeeded in dis- 
persing the men after a dozen cabs 
had been damaged. No serious in- 
juries were reported. Several ar- 
rests were made.

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Big est Telescopic Reflector, 
16 Feet in Diameter, Poured in 
Glass Plant As 10,000 Look On 


Corning, N. Y., Takes Holiday to See Men at 
Work—Disc Will Take Ten Months 
to Cool. 


By the Associated Press. 

CORNING, N. Y., March 26. - 
Twenty tons of molten blue-white 
glass was poured yesterday into a 
mold at the Corning Glass Works. 
When finally fashioned by anneal- 
ing and grinding into a mirror 200 
inches (more than 16 feet) in diam- 
eter and 26 inches deep, it will be 
fitted into a telescope in California. 


The disc will be twice as large as 
any othef. The mirror, when fin- 
ished four years hence, will reach 
points more than one billion light 
years away. The most powerful as- 
tronomical eye now in use, at Mount 
Wilson, Cal., throws back images 
only 300,000,000 light years; distant. 

The pouring of the glass, an all- 
day task, was witnessed by about 
10,000 persons, many of whom mo- 
tored here from distant points. In- 
cluded were almost 100 scientists 
and noted engineers. 

The occasion marked a holiday 
for Corning. Long lines of ticket 
holders stretched away from the 
gates to the plant while groups, not 
possessing tickets, gathered along 
the fences unable to obtain even a 
peek at the performance, 

Although scientists said they fully 
expected the mirror poured yester- 
day would be a success, they dis- 
closed that several hemispherical 
“cores” attached to the bottom of 
the mold disintegrated under the 
terrific heat. 

They indicated this probably 
would be of little moment, but said 
a precaution planned some time 
ago would be followed. A new 
mold will be prepared. If, on ex- 
amination two or three months 
hence, imperfections are discovered 
in the glass, a new disc can then be 
poured forthwith, losing as little 
time as possible. 

The cores are intended to make 
crevices on the bottom of the disc 
to assist in holding it in place in 
the telescope and also to reduce the 
weight. If the mishap does not 
produce imperfections, the glass 
works will make the required crev- 
ices by drilling after the mirror is 
annealed. 

One workman was injured slight- 
ly when he slipped-and struck his 
head on a huge ladle. 

Within the next 24 hours the mir- 
ror will be transferred from its 
igloo-like housé to the annealing 
tank. There it will cool gradually 
during the next 10 months. It then 
will be shiz ped to the Carnegie In- 
stitute of Technology in California 
to be ground to produce a concave 
reflecting surface. 

Finally there will be the task 
of affixing a mirror surface. These 
last stages will require three years. 
Completed, the telesccne will. rep- 
resent an investment of $6,000,000, 
furnished by the International du- 
cation Board. 

The job of making the mirror 
cost about $1,000,000. A large share 
of the grant was spent trying to 
make an expansion-proof giass of 
quartz. That failed. The Corning 
company, after tedious research 
and experimentation, turned out a 
special glass with expansion of less 
than one-fourth that of window 
glass. 

Three tiers of galleries restrained 
the 
roaring furnace and mold, The 
spectators were admitted in groups 
of 100, and were permitted to see 
the transfer of one ladle of giass 
from furnace to mold. The molten 
mass was moved in huge ladies 
which were suspended from over- 
head tracks and were propelled by 
workmen pushing on 20-foot han- 
dles attached to the ladles. 

One hundred ladlefuls were 
dipped out of the tank furnace and 
poured into the mold. Each ladle 
carried 750 pounds of composition 
but only 400 poynds fell in the

Clark wrote to Richberg that 
there was widespread distress 
among St. Louis Negroes, and many 
evidences that the Negro’s faith in 
the New Deal was shaken. There- 
‘fore, he asked for an interpretation 
of the Recovery Act as it applies 
to Negroes. Clark says about 20,- 
000 to 22,000 out of nearly 100,000 
Negroes residing in the city are un- 
employed now, compared with 
about 30,000 out of work at the 
peak a year ago. 

Inquiry About Article 7A. 

He inquired whether article 7A of 
the recovery act, which guarantees 
workers the right to organize, pro- 
tects “any and all groups who or- 
ganize independently of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.” He also 
asked with whom minority groups 
in the building trades could nego- 
tiate, other than the A. F. of L., 

_ and how the Government would re- 
gard efforts of Negro mechanics to 
obtain employment as skilled work- 
ers on PWA and CWA jobs. 

Clark pointed out that Negroes 
were not employed in building the 
new Negro hospital, on which PWA 
funds are being used. He related 
that “only evasive promises of con- 
sideration” have been received in 
conferences with city, Board of Ed- 
ucation and Building Trades Coun- 
cil officials. 

Negroes say the ban on Negro 
mechanics is so complete that a 
Negro engineering college graduate 
cannot obtain a city license as an 
electrician. 


ST. LOUIS’ TRUE POSITION 
AS LIVESTOCK CENTER SHOWN 


Bureau of Industrial Club and 
Chamber of Commerce Reports 
on Entire District. 

Figures have been compiled by 
the research bureau of the Indus- 
trial Club and Chamber of Com- 
merce to show the true position of 
the St. Louis industrial district as 
a livestock center. The bureau 
found figures published by the Gov- 
ernment and other agencies usually 
covered only the National City 
Stockyards, on the East Side. How- 
ever, it was determined that 46.8 
per cent of all livestock slaughtered 
in the district last year was killed 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County. 

Figures for the whole district for 
Jast year are: Receipts, 5,614,117 
head; slaughtered, 5,440,321 head; 
shipments, 2,719,902 head. In com- 
parison, the figures for 1932 were: 
Receipts, 4,401,620; slaughtered, 4, 

637,744; shipments, 2,775,677. Last 
-year’s receipts were divided as fol- 
lows: Cattle, 764,717; calves, 418,063; 
sheep and lambs, 710,374; swine, 3,- 
720,963. There were slaughtered last 
year 697,510 cattle, 402,258 calves, 
679,920 sheep and lambs, 3,660,097 
swine and 536 goats.

Associated Industries of. Mis- 
souri Upholds Company 


Union Plan. 


The Associated Industries of 
Missouri, in a statement issued to- 
day, reported widespread opposi- 
tion among business interests of 
Missouri to the Wagner labor dis- 
putes bill pending in the Senate. 

The statement said this bill 
would “create strife, widen the 
gap between labor and employers, 
permit widespread violations of the 
law itself, destroy thousands of 
small businesses and effectually 
defeat recovery.” 

The scope of the Wagner Dill, 
intended to clarify the collective 
bargaining provisions of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act, 
was described in an article in Sun- 
day's Post-Dispatch by Raymond 
P. Brandt, Washington corre 
spondent. A companion bill intro- 
duced by Representative Connery 
is pending in the House. 

The Associated Industries said 
that enactment of the Wagner bill 
would destroy the plan of “em- 
ploye representation” in industry, 
sometimes called the “company 
union” plan. Under this plan the 
workers in a particular plant es- 
tablish their own organization to 
deal with the employer and the As- 
sociated Industries states that 45 
per cent of industrial wage earn- 
ers are bargaining under such a 
plah as compared with 9.3 per cent 
bargaining through labor unions; 
45.7 per cent were said to deal in- 
dividually with their employers.

In the enlightened conclusion that has been reached 
there are, of course, honors enough to go around. 
The President has complimented the representatives 
of both employers and employes for their admirable 
spirit of patience and determination to effect a treaty 
of peace. But it has been recorded, and should be 
noted, that the principle of collective bargaining, as 


‘originally written into law by the National Industria! 


Recovery Act, has been reasserted with an emphasis 
and clarity that, seemingly, removes it permanently 
from the area of debate. 

_ Collective bargaining, it may now fairly be said, 
thas become a national policy. Section 7A has been 
“reduced to plain language.” Employes have the right 
to organize into a group or groups. They can choose 
representatives by free choice, and such representa- 
tives must be received collectively. Discrimination 
against employes because of their labor affiliations, 
or for any other unfair or unjust reason, is barred. 

Such is the unmistakable language of the agree- 
ment. It is the law of the land, by statute, by public 
sentiment, and the automobile industry accepts it as 
such. 

That industry as a whole must accept it, in com- 
plete good faith, may, we believe, be regarded as a 
certainty. 

On the other hand, the Government explicitly reit- 
erates that it favors no particular union or form 
of employe organization or representation. The Gov- 
érnment’s duty has ended in securing for labor the 
right so to organize and select its representatives as to 
perform competently the sometimes difficult task of 
collective bargaining, “without coercion, restraint or 
intimidation from any source.” It is obvious that, un- 
less collective bargaining can be so conducted, it is 
bound to be a mere pretense—pretty in form but 
without substance. 

Mr. Roosevelt feels that the laborious conferences 
of the past two weeks have been historic. He be- 
lieves the foundation has been laid for building a 
more comprehensible, adequate and equitable system 
of industrial relations of far-reaching possibilities. 
He cites the fact that, for the first time, a definite 
rule has been formulated for the equitable handling 
of reductions and increases of forces. In other words, 
social responsibility is to function in industrial man- 
agement, not as an ideal but as a practical, determin- 
ing factor. 

It will be generally acknowledged that Mr. Roose- 
velt has come out of the long negotiations with fresh 
laureis. Important as it was that the automobile 
strike should not occur, it is of vastly greater impor- 
tance that the principle of collective bargaining, with 
effective safeguards, should be declared anew and un- 
equivocally. 

That has been done. In our opinion, it is a great 
step forward, industrially, socially and in the march 
of justice. The outcome meets otir expectations of so 
modern and enlightened an industry as the automo- 
bile industry is. It has set an example, as we hoped 
it would do, one that cannot fail to have a widespread 
influence for good.

“The decree not only makes obligatory 
the use of this new system of spelling 
in all of the governmental publications, 
of all the universities and other institu- 
tions of public learning, and in all the 
documents submitted for their official

Once again on the front page lands H. L. Doherty 
and the Cities Service Co., whose stock-selling activi- 
ties were one of the most amazing aspects of the era 
that ended on Black Thursday, 1929.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS IN MEXICO. 

The tragic plight of Germany’s press, whose once 
distinguished and influential members have been vir- 
tually extinguished under Hitlerism, makes all] the 
more welcome the heartening stand which the Su- 
preme Court of Mexico has taken for editorial expres- 
sion that is free to criticise acts of government and 
public officials. 

The Mexican case was that of Col. Adaiberto J. Te- 
jeda,.former Governor of the State of Vera Cruz, 
and now candidate for President of the Republic, 
against El Dictamen, published in Vera Cruz, which 
had been so bold as to charge the Tejeda policies 
with responsibility for Vera Cruz’s unhappy financial 
and agricultural situation. In answer to Col. Teje- 
da’s complaint, the Supreme Court ruled that the 
newspaper editor was acting within his rights when 
he censured governmental acts and policies and per- 
sons directing them. 

Judge Fernando de la Fuente, who wrote the opin- 
ion, said in part: 


Every Mexican citizen, and more especially 
those whose business it is to direct public opin- 
ion. by means of the press, has a perfect right 
to criticise all things done by public authorities. 
.. Liberty of expression of thought is absolute- 
ly indispensable to the progress of society. ... 
When this expression censures acts of public 
authorities, it becomes of more importance be- 
cause this inspires in man the idea of his own 
dignity and forces incompetent officials to obey 
the law. 

Coming from a land long dominated by dictators 
and the sword, these are truly memorable words. 
They are a sign that the Republic of Mexico regards 
itself as secure, and, as such, they should be grate-

Restoration and increase of national income is goal of real recovery, says Harvard 
economist, who then analyzes Roosevelt program from this viewpoint; finds signs 
propitious, and praises daring of plan; only a start has been made and mistakes 
may be expected, he adds, but they will be vital only if ultimate end is forgotten.

HAT can we hope for in the way of 
W res recovery, the restoration and in- 

crease of the national income of goods 
and services? 7 

I am not sure how far President Roose- 
velt and his associates in the recovery pro- 
gram keep this ultimate end in mind, or, 
indeed, are aware that here is the test of 
ultimate success or failure. That the huge 
Government expenditures for public works 
and relief cannot go on indefinitely is, how- 
ever, realized; and it seems to be well un- 
derstood, too, that the bonuses to farmers 
can be only temporary. 

The President, in his outspoken budget 
presentation of January, stated that the 
enormous emergency expenditures might be 
expected to cease by the end of the fiscal 
year 1936. Then our house is to be put in 
order. The vast borrowings will cease, the 
Government will live within its current in- 
come, the emergency operations will be dis- 
continued: Business will have revived, the 
unemployed will be absorbed into the chan- 
nels of industry and trade, and we shall 
settle down to “prosperity”—that is, as near 
to definitive settlement as is possible in a 
progressive society. Shall we succeed? 

The easiest way to answer that question is 
to retort, Who can tell? Yet something less 
evasive is to be said. First, the stars in 
their courses are propitious. The general 
run of experience with depressions justifies 
us in supposing that the low point was due 
to be reached somewhere in the year 1933, 
and that by this date, the field was at least 
beginning to be clear for recovery. The 
process of restoration, difficult after so se- 
vere a shock, sets in more readily now than 
would have been the case at an earlier date, 

Further, the acceleration is promoted by 
the change in the psychological factor. The 
unflinching determination to cause prices to 
move up is having its evident-effects on 
the business world. There is a willingness 
to start in, a readiness to hire, an endeavor 
to use old avenues of connection and sale 
and to find new ones. The spirit of hope- 
fulness helps to re-establish links of demand 
and supply that have been broken, and not 
less to promote the discovery of new adjust- 
ments of production to the demands of con- 
sumers—effective consumers. 

o * « 

The attainment of the end so much longed 
for depends on the maintenance of the free 
play of production and consumption. Main- 
tenance, shall we say? Or restoration? 
There are things in the proposed regimenta- 
tion of industry and curbing of competition 
which make one pause. The tighter the 
curbs on output and: prices, the more rigor- 
ous the restraints on competition, the more 
determined the reforms, the louder the 
preaching that you can make men better 
consumers by just jacking up their money 
wages—the less promising is the future. We 
must have a care not to drift in the direc- 
tion of the German cartels... In a society 
built like ours, there must be freedom of 
action if there is to be effective production. 

What the administration has done so far, 
then, and what it is proposing to do for 
the next year or two, makes only a begin- 
ning. So far, almost all has been in the 
way of clearing away debris and patching 
up a) shaken cture. The hardest tasks 


, 


are to come. The tapering off from the 
transitional emergency operations, the grad- 
ual return to a reasonably settled economic 
adjustment, the maintenance of a steady 
pace when once a fair start has been made 
in the right direction—to bring about all 
this will call for as much courage as the 
first steps, and for even more restraint. 

These millions of men, now engaged on 
public works and relief operations which 
cannot be kept up indefinitely, must be 
brought back to industries in which their 
work will tell with real effect. The better 
they are treated now, the harder it will be 
to move them later. The more considerate 
the handling and the more liberal the pay, 
the more discontent it will cause to shift 
them to the new industries and localities to 
which they must sooner or later be turned. 

And business (I am not afraid to use the 
derided term) must not be hampered, how- 
ever its channels of action be cleansed. The 
time will come when the Government will 
have to relax its hold. I am not at all sure 
that the leaders and advisers are aware of 
what lies before them. They have been 
courageous and strenuous in not allowing 
depression to,run its course. They must 
be equally courageous in seeing that the 
process of real recovery is not hampered. 

All this does not mean that the future 
must go its undisturable way. It means 
only that the ultimate goal and the road to 
it are not to be left out of sight. Still less 
does it mean that we should misjudge or 
belittle the course which the administration 
is taking.

AUGUSTA, Ga., March 26.—Now 
that it’s all over and Bobby Jones 
Jr.. knows what it feels like to 
come back and take it squarely on 
his golfing chin, the explanation is 
quite clear today why the renowned

fessionals in competition for the 
first time in his career, finishing 
10 strokes behind the winner, Hor- 


ton Smith, in the $5000 first annual yess 


masters’ invitation tournament. 

Jones not only gave away “Ca- 
lamity Jane,” the putter with which 
he stroked his way through the 
greatest golf championship winning 
streak of all time, but he lost his 
putting touch along with it. 

There may have been some other 
contributory causes to the fact that 
he finished no better than tied for 
thirteenth with 294 for 72 holes in 
the company, incidentally, of the 
past and present British open cham- 
pions, Walter Hagen and Denny 
Shute. But the outstanding fact 
remains he was soundly beaten. be- 
cause he lacked control and con- 
fidence around the greens. 

Far from teing discouraged Jones | 5, 
fully intends to nake this spring 
joust with his old rivals an an- 
nual event. The Augusta National 
tournament, he said, will be made 
an annual fixture, adding: “Unless 
I break down completely, I hope to 
participate every year, regard- 
less of how I am putting or where 
I finish.” 

That’s the full extent to which 
he intends ever to return to com- 
petition. Spiking the revival of re- 
ports that he might enter this year’s 
_mational open at Merion, Pa., Jones 
said emphatically: “I’m through 
with all of that—for good. You 
can make it just as strong as you 
like that my answer is no.” 

Analysis of Jones’ four rounds 
shows a striking reversal in putting 
form, even though he was incon- 
sistent to the last. Whereas he 
took 36 and 38 putts, for his first 
two rounds of 76 and 74, he used 
up only 30 and 32 putts on his 
closing two rounds, on each of 
which he carded 72. On this basis, 
he wasted enough strokes on the 
greens during the first 36 holes to 
have wiped out the 10-stroke mar- 
gin by which he trailed Horton 
Smith. 

Smith's Victory Popular. 

Smith's victory was as popular 
as anything could have been with 
the strongly partisan galleries, short 
of the hoped-for conquest by their 
idol, Jones. It was especially dra- 
matic, for the young Missourian 
was the last to beat Jones in open 
competition. Smith won a sensa- 
tional scoring battle from Jones 
exactly four years ago at Savan- 
nah. 

Smith's winning 284 was worth 
$1500, one of the biggest cash 
awards of the winter. Craig Wood 
of Deal, N. J., finished a stroke be- 
hind Smith and collected $800. 

Tied for third place were Bill 
Burke of Cleveland, former open 
champion, and young Paul Runyan 
of White Plains, N. Y., the tourna- 
ment favorite, each carding 286 and 
winning $550 apiece. 

Bill Schwartz, St. Louis profes- 
sional, shot 296 to finish outside the 
prize list.

The extent of the opposition, that 
will rise against the bill in the Sen- 
ate has yet to be determined, but 
leaders predicted that when the 
Ways and Means Committee has 
whipped the measure into final 
shape it will be approved by the 
House. 

There .is some doubt as to the 
amount of the tax to be applied. 
The bill calls for a 5 per cent tax 
against the payrolls of all estab- 
lishments employing more than 10 
persons. 

Secretary Perkins said such a 
levy would produce a billion dollars 
annually for persons discharged or 
laid off.

In the old days the boys used 
to sit back and wait for the 
public’s reaction. They pub 
lished a tune, and if it showed 
signs of being a. winner, they 
plugged it. Now they must call 
their shots in advance, a feat 
that makes picking winners at 
the race track seem like child’s 
play. The life of a song during 
these strident times is 60 days 
at the most, leaving no time to 
feel the public’s pulse. They've 
got to pin their faith to a tune 
and push it hard the moment it 
quits the press, and unless it 
garners a minimum of $35,000, 
they’re in the red. 

What drives song publishers 
to ruin is such things as the 
freakish turn the hit numbers 
took this season, By all un- 
written laws of successful com- 
position, a number must end on 
a note of hope. That’s the ac- 
cepted formula. Yet the biggest 
money maker of the year was 
“Stormy Weather” — a freak 
number that didn’t even have 
a verse to it. It was written 
almost as an afterthought, so 
Ethel Waters would have a 
brief dramatic interlude in the 
Cotton Club review.

Cold in the Eye 
Is Inflammation 


Caused by Germs 
By Dr. lago Galdston 


HAT is commonly called 

cold in the eye or pink-eye, id 

really an inflammation of the 
conjunctiva, that is, the membrane 
covering the eyeball. It is caused 
by germs. 

At times the onset of this condi. 
tion may be so-sudden that the pa. 
tient believes he has a foreign body 
in his eye. As the condition pre 
gresses the evidence of its inflan 
matory nature becomes clear, fop 
minute pieces of pus and mucus are 
to be seen around the eyelashes, 


The eyeball itself may becomg 
brick red in color, due to the cop. 
gestion of the blood vessels. The 
inner surfaces of the lids are also 
red and the lids themselves may be. 
come thickened. 

Treatment of this condition calls 
for frequent and gentle washing 
with a mild lotion. Such a lotion 
can be made out of boric acid, two 
per cent, table salt, borax and sg 
dium bicarbonate. 

The eyes should be washed with 
the lotion three times daily and af. 
ter each washing a drop of some 
mild antiseptic should be dropped 
within the lower lid. Ten per cent 
argyrol or 5 per cent protargol, 
these two being silver compounds, 
may be employed. 

Before going to bed it is impor 
tant to grease the eyelashes and 
the lid margins with petroleum, 
This will prevent the lids from 
sticking together during sleep, 
Should the lids become adherent, 
the sufferer experiences much apn. 
noyance, and healing is retarded 
because the drainage of the secre 
tions is interfered with. 

At times the conjunctivitis is lim. 
ited to the corners of the eye. In 
this condition the redness is seer 
at the eye margins and it extends a* 
little on to the skin surface. Flakes 
or small collections of mucus and 
pus may be seen at the eye mar. 
gins. 

This condition usually responds 
to the treatment described above, 
but in addition requires further 
treatment with zinc sulphate, which 
should be administered under care- 
ful medical supervision.

Is. Inflammation 


Caused by Germs 
By Dr. lago Galdston 


| 
HAT is commonly called 
W cold in the eye or pink-eye, 
really an inflammation of the 
conjunctiva, that is, the membrane 
covering the eyeball. It is causeg 
by germs. 

At times the onset of this condi. 
tion may be so-sudden that the pa⸗ 
tient believes he has a foreign body 
in his eye. As the condition pro. 
gresses the evidence of its inflamabe 
matory nature becomes clear,’ for 


minute pieces of pus and mucus are 
to be seen around the eyelashes. 


The eyeball itself may become 
brick red in color, due to the con. 
gestion of the blood vessels. The 
inner surfaces of the lids are also 
red and the lids themselves may be. 
come thickened. 

Treatment of this condition calls 
for frequent and gentle washing 
with a mild lotion. Such a lotion 
can be made out of boric acid, two 
per cent, table salt, borax and sc 
dium bicarbonate. 

The eyes should be washed with 
the lotion three times daily and ar. 
ter each washing a drop of some 
mild antiseptic should be dropped 
within the lower lid. Ten. per cent 
argyrol or 5 per cent protargo! 
these two being silver compounds, 
may be employed. : 

Before going to bed it is impore 
tant to grease the eyelashes and 
the lid margins with petroleum, 
This will prevent the lids from 
sticking together during sleep, 
Should the lids become adherent 
the sufferer experiences much an 
noyance, and healing is retarded 
because the drainage of the secre. 
tions is interfered with. 

At times the conjunctivitis is lim. 
ited to the corners of the eye. In 
this condition the redness ia seer 
at the eye margins and it extends a 
little on to the skin surface. Flakes 
or small collections of mucus and 
pus may be seen at the eye mar- 
gins. 

This condition usually responds 
to the treatment described above, 
but in addition requires further 
treatment with zinc sulphate, which 
should be administered under care- 
ful medical supervision.
